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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains the rejection for the 
reasons articulated in the Office action made FINAL (Paper No. 8, mailed October 3, 2003) It is noted that the Applicant had requested 
that the Examiner "provide a photocopy of his dictionary definition" as it relates to the word "adjoin." It appears that the Applicant 
maintains that as long as there is a single definition which fits the Applicant's arguments, that this is the exclusive meaning that must be 
used when interpreting the claim word in question. It also appears that the Applicant is alleging that the definition of the word "adjoin" is 
exclusive to the meaning of the word "adjoining." See Applicant's arguments at page 3 of the Request for Reconsideration (Paper No. 9, 
filed December 8, 2003.) 

On this point the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Moreover, the Examiner has, as per Applicant's request, submitted a photocopy of the 
dictionary definition of the word "adjoin." Moreover, the Examiner notes that the word "adjoin" as set forth by Webster's II New Riverside 
University Dictionary includes in its alterative form of grammar, the word "adjoining" which the Applicants appear to maintain, is 
somehow unrelated or unconnected to the word "adjoin." As such, the Applicant's arguments as it pertains to the meaning of "adjoining" 
is meritless. 

Moreover, as has been widely held in patent practice and law, more recently in Intellectual Property Development Inc. v. UA-
